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IRISH  HOARDS  WITH  13TH-  AND  14TH-CENTURY  SCOTTISH  COINS 


Allowance  must  be  made,  of  course,  for  the  relative  rarity  of  coins  of  different 
reigns,  and  within  reigns  of  different  periods.  It  seems  clear,  though,  that  there  was  a 
substantial  influx  of  Scottish  coin  into  Ireland  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  thirteenth 
century,  and  association  of  this  with  the  advent  of  the  gallowglasses  is  indeed  tempting. 
A  minor  problem,  though,  is  why  so  many  of  the  Scottish  coins  of  the  thirteenth 
century  should  have  been  found  in  Co.  Clare,  and  occur  there  and  there  alone  in 
hoards  uncontaminated  by  any  admixture  of  English  or  Anglo-Irish  pieces.  Clearly, 
too,  there  was  very  substantial  import  of  Scottish  coin  during  the  Edwardian  wars 
with  Scotland,  but  all  the  evidence  is  that  little  if  any  was  brought  in  by  Edward 
Bruce.  The  implications  of  this  for  the  historian  need  not  be  spelt  out  here,  but  it  is 
clearly  very  desirable  that  an  early  attempt  should  be  made  to  calculate  the  exact 
percentage  of  Scottish  coins  that  occur  in  Irish  finds  of  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth 
centuries.  The  present  writer  has  more  than  a  suspicion  that  the  overall  figure  is  not 
in  excess  of  the  2  b %  that  is  suggested  by  the  largest  hoard,  that  from  Youghal,  where 
approximate  totals  of  English  and  Scottish  coins  are  available.  This  figure  of  2J%, 
incidentally,  tallies  very  neatly  with  that  which  is  furnished  by  the  Boyton  hoard  from 
England,  and  the  final  suggestion  of  this  note  is  that  most,  though  by  no  means  all, 
the  Alexander  III  second  coinage  sterlings  which  occur  in  Irish  finds  had  reached 
this  island  by  way  of  England.

DOWLE,  A.  and  FINN,  P.  A  Guide  Book  to  the  Coinage  of  Ireland.  London,  1969. 
127  pp.,  245  illustrations  in  text,  7J"  x4f".  We  can  supply,  price  35/-  plus  1/-  postage. 

Apart  from  Coffey’s  unillustrated  catalogue  of  the  Irish  coins  in  the  Royal  Irish  Academy 
collection  published  in  1911,  this  is  the  first  general  catalogue  dealing  solely  with  Irish  coins 
since  John  Lindsay’s  A  View  of  the  Coinage  of  Ireland  was  published  in  Cork  in  1839. 
The  authors  have  been  at  some  pains  to  incorporate  in  this  catalogue  the  fruit  of  recent  research. 
There  are  a  few  errors  and  omissions  inevitable  in  the  first  edition  of  a  catalogue  of  this  nature; 
for  instance,  the  omission  of  the  Henry  VII  ‘Three  Crowns’  halfpenny,  the  late  pence  of  the 
same  issue  and  the  Class  III  pence  from  the  portrait  coinage  of  Henry  VII,  and  the  inclusion, 
amongst  the  siege  coins  of  1642-69,  of  the  Cork  farthings  bearing  a  lion’s  head  which  are  found 
countermarked  on  the  Wiliiam  Ballard  tokens  of  Cork  dated  1677. 

It  has  been  interesting  comparing  this  work  with  our  own  catalogue  which  is  now  in  the 
press.  We  have  both  been  faced  with  the  problem  of  what  constitutes  a  main  variety  and  have 
each  determined  this  in  our  own  way.  Dowle  and  Finn  have  dealt  with  the  ‘untitled’  crown 
coinage  of  Edward  IV  in  far  more  detail  than  we  have;  we  have  devoted  more  space  to  the  heavy 
and  light  coins  of  Edward’s  ‘English’  type.  With  a  few  exceptions,  the  two  catalogues  illustrate 
coins  from  different  sources  so  this  will  provide  collectors  with  a  greater  variety  of  illustrated 
material,  and  in  this  way  one  book  will  be  a  complement  to  the  other. 

In  at  least  two  other  respects  this  catalogue  will  supplement  the  Seaby  publication:  it  lists 
and  illustrates  patterns,  both  official  and  unofficial,  and  it  includes  an  extensive  bibliography 
on  Irish  coinage  which  will  be  most  useful  for  the  student  doing  research  on  this  series  or  for 
the  more  casual  enquirer  who  wants  further  details  on  a  particular  matter. — P.J.S. 

AMSTELL,  Margaret.  The  Early  Period  of  Coin  Collecting.  London,  1969.  80  pp., 
illustrations  in  text.  Price  20 /--{-postage  1/-. 

Margaret  Amstell  has  now  completed  her  journey  into  the  past.  Her  first  book,  “A  Start 
to  Coin  Collecting”,  covered  the  coinage  of  Elizabeth  II  to  Charles  II.  Her  second,  Charles  I 
to  Edward  III,  and  now  this  last  from  Edward  II  to  130  b.c. 

Books  on  coins  are  like  maps  and  it  would  be  helpful  if  they  could  be  as  accurately  scaled. 
Some  are  “6  inches  to  the  mile”,  some  “5  miles  to  the  inch”.  Each  has  a  purpose  for  which 
the  other  is  almost  totally  useless.  This  is  a  “5  miles  to  the  inch”  book  which  will  enable  the 
keen  beginner  to  orientate  himself  and  broadly  locate  his  position.  As  such  it  should  prove 
as  equally  popular  as  the  other  two  and  equally  good  value  for  the  modest  cost.  In  mentioning 
the  high  standard  of  the  illustrations  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  they  are  from  photographs 
taken  by  P.  Frank  Purvey. — M.H.  V.C.P.

Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  Ordinary  Meeting  held  on 
21  October,  1969,  with  Mr.  C.  E.  Blunt,  Vice-President, 
in  the  Chair,  Mr.  D.  G.  Sellwood  read  a  paper  on  “A 
hoard  of  early  Parthian  drachms”.  Some  of  the  earlier 
Parthian  drachms  have  the  standard  reverse  type  of  an 
archer  but  show  him  seated  on  a  four-legged  stool  and 
not  the  omphalos.  The  contents  of  the  hoard  discussed 
in  the  paper  indicate  that  they  may  have  been  struck  just 
before  the  eastern  ‘Anabasis’  of  Antiochus  III  which  set 
out  from  Ecbatana  in  209  B.c.  The  numismatic  evidence 
does  not  contradict  Wolski’s  theory  that  the  effective 
reign  of  Arsaces  I  lasted  from  c.  237  to  211  B.C.,  while 
his  supposed  brother  Tiridates  I  should  be  expunged 
from  the  king-list.
